To wash silk stockings and underwear, 


first soak for 10 minutes !n fairly good 
boras water, then wash rapidly, nibbing 
as little as possible through, good white 
soapsuds at about the temperature of 
one's hand. Hotter water makes the silk 
crinkly. Squeeze out the snds. bnt^do not 
wring. 
Rinse through two waters of the 


same temperature as the snds. and hang 
to drain and dry without wringing. Hang 
shirts nnd drawers smooth, and pull the 
side a little apart, but not out of shape. 
As the silk is dried, so it is apt to wear. 
White silk needs a little bluing in the 
last water, but colored silk is best left 
without.

wring a thick towel out of clear hot water, 
fold up the dry garment in it, and set 
aside for an hour.

Pirt is the cause of the insanitary wall. 


This comes from dust outside and from 
the grime and soot from the beating ap- 
paratus inside the house. In addition to 
t';is. the wall is sometimes marred by 
furniture or spotted by-grease. 
. 


It is quite a problem how to keep a 


wall clean. It is admitted that the pres- 
ent condition is dirty, insanitnry and un- 
desirable. The use of wall paper where 
dirt and grease are prevalent has been 
thoroughly' unsatisfactory. 
Whet'.'Cr 
a 


dienp or expensive paper, it must be 
struck on with paste. It has a tendency 
to become loose a t , t h e seam, making an 
unsightly lodging place for dust and dirt. 
The. practice of pasting one coat of pa- 
per over another docs not secure cleanli- 
ness. It Simply covers up the dirt, leav- 
ing the old deposit still there. The prob- 
lem is, however, to make the wall "clean. 
Take off the old wall coating first. If it 
is wall paper it can be removed by brush- 
ing it generously with warm water. This 
will soften-the paste, and usually make 
It an easy matter to pull the paper off 
the wail^ ••Vcrapj.'- olT the particles that 
remain ..-w'.tfrra -pntty knife. Then wash 
the bare 'wall thoroughly to remove all 
traces, of ..the pnste. After the wnll Is 
thoroilglfly .cleaned remove all particles 


of dust and extraneous matter with a 
dry cloth. . 
. 


Xow comes the choosing- of the material. 


The best wall covering is a natural ce- 
ment which will cling to the wall through 
its own adhesive power. The best kind 
of cement is made with a .«ajlpbate' of 
lime coating, which is antiseptic as wel! 
as being a complete germicide. 


As soon as the wall is cleaned and the 


material selected the wall .most be sized, 
so that there is no possibility of /ajnj'dis- 
coloration of the plaster or wall coming 
through the tint. If the wall nas- a" TOUgh' 
surface a ?oap and water size will" serve 
to stop the suction of the .wall. This is 
made by dissolving a bar of laundry soap 
in an eight-quart . bucket of water and 
brushing the solution on the wall. 


Put.on the"tint before the sizing is i-,uite 


dry. Work slowly and be careful to-brush 
the material well into tbe walL .so: tba.t 
the tint is permanent and'even.

Q Protests Against Renomination of Judges Shauck and Price

brings into prominence again the fact 
that Judge Shauck. who was 
chief 


justice at that time, at ths mere re- 
quest of attotieys for the Standard 
Oil company without the formality of 
filing a motion, ordered Attorney Gen- 
eral Monnett to stop contempt pro- 
ceedings taat had been begun. 


In the 1.4 years Judge Shauck has 


been on the supreme bench of Ohio 
(now 
asking for six years more) the 


records show that in 24 reported cases 
and 87 cases not reported, in which 
the parties were suing corporations to 
recover damages 
for injuries, with 


very few exceptions Judgw 
Shauck 


has given his decision in favor of the 
corporations. 
Judge Price's 
record 


during the time he has been on the 
supreme bench almost exactly coin- 
cides 
with 
the 
record of Judge 


Shauck. 


Regardless of the tact that a com- 


mittee of the state senate, •which prob- 
ed Cox's government at Cincinnati, 
described by Taft at Akron in 1905 as 
Leing very corrupt, caused $214 000 ot 
graft to be turned back into the treas- 
ury, proceedings begun in the courts 
to stop the investigation were sustain- 
ed by the supreme court, which put a 
stop to that committee's 
investiga- 


tion. 


For such reasons as these the peo- 


ple of Ohio want a change iu the su- 
preme court, as well as in other state 
offices, which can be accomplished by 
the defeat of Shauck and Price and 
the election of 'the Democratic candi- 
dates. Judge Mather of Sidney and 
Juge Okey of Columbus.

"It is true that Grant received an 


education at West Point, but certainly 
nothing was developed there in him to 
indicate his fitness or ability ^to meet 
great responsibilities. 


"He did well in the Mexican -war, as 


did other lieutenants. He manifested 
as regimental quartermaster energy 
and familitarity with his duties. But 
in 1854 he resigned from the army be- 
cause he had to. He had yielded to 
the weakness of a taste for strong 
drink, and rather than be courtmar- 
(ialed be left the army. He returned 
from Vancouver, on the Pacific coast. 
<o his family in 
Si. Lauis without 


money, without property—a disheart- 
ened man. 
He accepted 
from 
his 


father-in-law a loan of 
seventy-five 


acres of land, upon which 
he con- 


structed a house for his family to live 
in. and there he carried on farming 
operations. His chief business seem- 
ed to be that of selling wood, of cut- 
ting it. and piling 5t in the back yards 
of the well-to-do peopl«> of St. Ixjwis. 


"After six years of this lif» h«» gave 


up farming because of iH-heaJth and 
went into the real e^ta'e business for 
a year. He failed 5n this. His asso- 
ciate dissolved the rartnership. Then 
at last his father o.Tered him $600 a« 
a clerk an his leather store al Gal°na. 
111., and then be moved from St. L/on5s. 
He worked here for a year also Dur- 


ing these seven years, though every- 
thing looked dark-, he overcame in a. 
great 
measure his weakness 
for 


strong drink. But he was so consti- 
tuted that it seemed Impossible for 
him to earn a livelihood even when he 
had given hostages to fortune in the 
shape of a wife and four children."

How Dr. Niemcyer and Hans Heide- 


mann Were Blown From Rescue Ship. 
Clasped Fingers In Farewell While 
Clinging to Ropes — Hail From Boat 
Sweetest Sound They Ever Heard. 


On board the steamship Frmz Wil- 


helm, which recently arrived at Leitli. 
Scotland, were Dr. Nieraeyer and his 
assistant, Hans Ileidemauu, the crew 
of the German balloon Busley, one of 
the competitors la the great iuterna 
tional balloon race which was held at 
a suburb of Berlin. 


Dr. Niemeyer aud Herr Ileideinanu 


arrived in London wearing cheap 
ready 
made 
clothing 
which 
they 


bought in Edinburgh, virtually having 
been, naked when rescued. The sail- 
ors of the collier which picked them 
up leut them garments until they could 
purchase others. 


Their story of the hours when they 


believed they were facing death upon 
the night waves of the North sea is 
thrilling, says a special London cable 
dispatch to the New York Sun. After 
being blown over Cuxhaven 
they 


were not aiarmed at the prospect of be- 
ing carried acioss the sea. 
On the 


contrary, they were elated, for the 
wind was driving them cot;thwest, and 
as it was estimated their gas would 
last fifteen hours they saw a prospect 
of lauding in England and winning the 
race. But a little later the wind veer- 
ed and, blowmg with terrific force 
drove them northward througf pitch 
darkness and bitter cold. 
yvhen they 


realized the situation Dr. Niemeyer 
exclaimed. "Now we have done it!" 


"Yes, we are in for it," responded 


Heidemann, and each was silently bus: 
with his own thoughts. 


Presently they saw the lights of two 


or three ships far below. Th<*y snoutec 
and signaled with their electric lampr 
in vain. They were driven helplessly 
for t\s;o hours. ' About dawn they saw 
the lights of tie Prinz Wilhelei an-" 
signaled frantically, and at last the 
steamer's foghorn answered them. 


Dr. Niemeyer, telling the story, said: 


"Heidenrann shouted, 'We are saved!' 
but we little knew. The worst was yet 
to come. Suddenly we realized that we 
were traveling much faster than the 
steamer and unless we opened the 
valve ana dropped the chance of res- 
cue would be gone. I opened the valve 
of the balloon, and -the car struck the 
waves with tremendous force. 
The 


car| toeing weighted •with ballast, in- 
stantly sank, and we were submerged 
to the armpits. 


"We climbed the ropes and grasped 


the extension ring. There was' enough 
gas left in the balloon to keep it above 
tbe water, but tbe whole thing was 
driven flopping through the waves 
which buffeted us in the darkness. We 
were suddenly thrown into consterna 
tion to see the Prinz Wilhelni's lights 
growing dimmer, and we watched fhein 
lessening until they almost disap- 
peared. 


"We could not believe that we were 


abandoned. It must be that we were 
still speeding faster than the steamer. 
The gas Bag acted as a sail, and our 
only hope seemed to be to rip it 
Pull- 


ing the ripping cord with all tbe 
strength left in my numbed arms, the 
envelope collapsed on tbe water, and 
the car sanir deeper. 


"Half frozen and choked by the 


waves, which we could not avoid, with 
eyes smarting from the salt water and 
naked except for our trousers, baring 
hastily stripped in readiness for a 
swim, we still held on for our lives 
with our hands, having lost all foot- 
hold when the basket sank. 


"The steamer's lights were now mere 


specks in the darkness. So they bad 
abandoned us. 
'Men, men. bow can 


you forsake- us? It isn't humanr I 
shouted futilely. 


."Then the lights vanished altogether. 


Wo saw onr end near. I said to Heide- 
mann, 'I cannot hold out much longer.' 


" 'Xor can I,' he answered quietly. 
"As we gripped the netting for a new 


hold our hands touched. We involun- 
tarily clasped fingers. 


" 'Goodby:' I said. 'It won't last 


ranch longer.' 


" 'Goodby!' responded Heidemann. 
"I shnt u:y eyes to await the end. 


Suddenly out of the darkness we heard 
a shout It was a human voice, the 
sweetest sound I ever heard. Kapidly 
nenrinsr us was a boat which the Prinz 
Willielm had sent to find us. 


"'Catch hoUI of the onrr shouted a 


•voice in the German tongue, and the 
boat drew alongside, and the brave 
sailors with difficulty helped us on 


"I hardly know liow we fought death 


Twenty minutes laler the 
steamer came «p and took us on hoard.
